Speaking to an audience in the 
headquarters of the Student Christ- 
ian Movement, the doctor who has 
toured war-torn China with the 
Friend's Ambulance Unit stated 
that China looks to the countries of 
North America for aid. 

The hospitals, colleges, and fac 
tories, of the .country have been 
obliterated :whiie the corresponding 
institutM'of'North American coun 
tries remain intact ' i 

"This places an obligation on us,' 
stated the speaker. 

However more than material aid 
is needed. The moral - wreckage is 
a^ great in China as the material 
"The yardstick' has been, destroy 
ed," explained Dr. McClure in em 
phasizing the fact that moral and

Prof. Kierstead in dealing with 
the -importance of Social Sciences 
to the community, outlined the 
various vocations open to students 
in his faculty. 

Prog, R. D. Maclennan, chairman 
of the Humanities Group of McGill 
gave an introduction to the field 
and the courses it covers. These 
courses, he stated, arc a basic fac 
'tor of a university education and 
produce the type of clear thinking 
that is so sorely needed today. 

He declared that the modem ten^ 
dency 'to specialize at an early , age 
rather than gaining a more liberal 
education is not conducive to flexl 
bility of mind and the ability to 
understand the viewpoints of other 
people.

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35 Years After 

: Ed. Note. — The following is an editorial 
written for The Daily by W. Gladstone Murray, 
who, some 35 years ago founded this newspaper 
while in his undergraduato days. Here are a 
few of his comments on McGill, then — and 
now. 

"My dear young gentlemen, what I 
pray is that you may bo granted tho 

wisdom to comprehend and tho coiir- 
ngo to endure llic business of life." 

This message of farewell by a famous Har- 
vard professor to generations of- grnduatiilg 
classes was quoted by Çir William Peterson, 
then Principal of McGill, \\hen the project Of 
the McGill Daily was placed before him in 
April 1010, thirty-si.v years ago. Sir William 
envisaged more clearly than wo did the dif- 
ficulties of founding an undergraduate news- 
paper; but he nUo saw the possibilities so 
promptly gave his blessing. 

The McGill Daily succeeded The I^Iartlet, 
n weekly, which had served' tho University 
with distinction for many ycnrs. The years 
1910 and 1911 witnessed a remarkable awaken- 
ing of "college spirit"; after a prolonged period 
of adversity in sports and other inler-univcrsity 
contests, there was widespread determination 
to regoin for McGill the supremacy recently 
intemipled. The Daily set out to focus this 
spirit, to e.Nposo sectionalism, and to promote 
unity. Nor was tho range of our interest re- 
stricted to current undergraduate activity. Wo 
were concerned to secure for ^IcGill and for 
McGill men and women the recognition they, 
deserved in scholarship, research, .the profes- 
sions and in business. Moreover, wc were bold 
enough and optimistic enough to believe that 
McGill had been entrusted by tho Founder 
witli the unique "mission" of correcting tho 
deplorable contemporary assessment of values. 
Wo declared war on the complacent materialism 
that seemed to bavo corroded tho legacy of 
idealism from the Victorian era. 

I have followed with Interest and admiration 
the progress of this Dally; that it should move 
from crisis to cnsis was natural and inevitable 
— inconvenient, perhaps, but a sure reflection 
of vitality, sincerity and purpose. . * . 

When the conditions of the world today arc 
contrasted with tho conditions of the world in 
Idll, one can be forgiven for speculating on 
how it was possible for tho first Editorial Board 
of tho Daily to become "hot and bothered"- 
about anything. By tho sanie token, the res- 
ponsibility of the Daily is enormously Increased, 
especially in the field of tho assessment of 
values. 

It is not easy to detect at tho time the end 
and the beginning of historical eras; to be cer- 
tain one must hAVO tho £e«£cctive of centuries.

Nevertheless, there is abundant evidence that 
civilization is now halting indeterminate. The 
average cititen can bo forgiven somo bewilder- 
ment at tho torrent of propaganda that assails 
him. The wars of lethal weapons seem to have 
given way, for the time being, to tho wars of 
tho "ideologies". Tolerance and detachment 
are nt a grave discount. \ 

Never before, not even in the Dark Ages, 
have the centers of learning been entrusted with 
such responsibility. If wo are to model a new 
civilisation, let it be built with intelligence, 
integrity, historical sense, and intellectual dc- 
taclunent, not hastily, continued on emotion, 
ignorance, prejudice and expediency. 

McGill enjoys a long and proud tradition of 
intellectual autonomy. This docs not mean 
"reaction"; nor docs it mean "revolution"; it 
means the unceasing search for truth, and the 
conviction that flows from what each under- 
graduate and graduate accepts as truth. 

The challenge to the Daily of 1946 is to 
offer positive encouragement to all projects that 
will help ^IcGill men and women give tho world, 
of tomorrow tho leadership that it will need. 
This does not mean any "tendentious" direction. 
On the contrary, one wants to sec ^IcGill men 
and women in every school of thought, political, 
and sociological. ^IcGill teaches that there is 
no infallible formula outside tho c.xnct sciences, 
Every political doctrine contains a portion of 
truth; none is all-sufficient. AVith tho ^IcGilP 
spirit of tolerance, intellectual integrity, and 
fair-play strongly entrenched in all our political 
I)artics, I for ono wbuld have no misgivings 
about the future of Canada or about the decisive 
contribution of Canada in fashioning revitalised 
civilisation within tho commodious and perma- 
nent framework of the United States of the 
AVorld.

In tho fall of 1884 history was 
made at McGill when for the first 
time women were registered lor 
courses with the status of full un- 
dergraduates working towards bac- 
calaureate^ and sclenco degrees. 

These were the first co-eds to en- 
ter the University as candidates for 
a degree and during their four 
years at McGill, bit by bit, the rou- 
tine Of college life was altered to 
include n néw specie ot student, 
tho "co-ed". 

Among the initial women to be- 
gin in '84 was Donnlda McFcc. Her 
first lectures were held in the Red- 
path Museum quite apart from the 
classes attended by the men Under- 
graduates, but under the instruc- 
tion of the same professors, fo a 
present day student it is under- 
standably fascinating to hear some- 
one méntion, as familiar teachers, 
such famous men as Sir William 
Dawson, Professor Moyse, and Dr. 
Ciark Iklurray, who arc among the 
most brilliant of McGill's past lead- 
ers and professors. Yet these were 
the men under whom Doctor Mc- 
Fëo studied; thèse men, whose 
memorial tributes wo know, and 
are familiar with, in Moyso Hall 
and Dawson College, were the pro- 
fessors then lecturing nt McGill. 
During these years Sir William 
Ilawson Avas principal of McGill 
and he, for many years, had oppos- 
ed the admiUancc ot women to the 
university. However, alter a trip to 
England on which he visited, and 
was favorably Impressed, by the 
existing- women's colleges over

there, he overcame his prejudices, 
end both his interest In the pro- 
gress of tho women students and 
his brilliance as a lecturer' in 
Botony and Geology arc highlights 
in Dr. McFce's memories of her 
undergraduate years. Of all her ex- 
periences during her coUego days, 
in her opinion, the most delightful 
is her' ass<)clation with these out- 
standing men. 

Strangely enough opposition and 
hostility towards the co-eds came 
not from the faculty but from the 
male students. In their first year 
the girls were completely isolated 
from any meeting with the men 
on the campus, as all their lec- 
tures were given separately. But 
in the second year two or three of 
the women chose to honor In some 
subject and this brought about the 
ncccslty of allowing them to attend 
the lectures given to the other up- 
per year students. Dr. McFee, who

{•was studying for an honor degree 
In Philosophy, found herself the 
sole female attending lectures 
given by Dr. Clark Murray, and 
the reaction of the male students 
was silent tolérance. Out of class, 
however, tho men were not quite 
as quiet or as tolerant and, watch- 
ing the few skirted figures walking 
along the paths of the campus, they 
often jeered In singsong derision . . . 
"Hop along Sister Mary, hop along" 
...which caused the unlucky co-ed 
to hurry for the sanctuary of home. 

After graduating from McGill in 
1888 with a dégrec of Bachelor of 
Arts, one of the first eight women 
graduates of this University, Dr. 
McFcc preceded to Cornell where 
she continued her studies as a can- 
didate for her Doctor of (Philoso- 
phy degree. While at Cornell she 
became interested in the ' studies 
and teachings in Philosopha being 
offered in the German universities 
and In 1891 she went to Europe 
to study at the University of 
Leipzig. Here tho atUtudo towards 
women students was one of dis- 
approval and her presence was ac- 
cepted only under the condition 
that she make herself as Incon- 
spicuous as possible. Studying 
during these years in German, a 
language which slic had had to 
learn to carry on her studies, Dr. 
McFée spent two years at Leipzig 
and then went to the University 
ot Zurich wHero she obtained her 
Doctor of Philosophy Degree cum 
laude. , 

Upon her return to America she 
taught Philosophy and Psychology 
in her own private School in' New 
York, ond has for the last few 
years been 'living In Montreal. 

Bilurnlng to McGllI during the 
Reunion program Dr. McFee finds 
few men or women who are of her 
class and year. Hers is a life 
story that touches a time at Mc- 
Gill of which there are few who 
can . reminisce.

Record Registration Dpubles 
Past Enrolment Figures 



Thls year, registration .reached a 
new peak at the University of Tor- 
onto, with the astounding enroll- 
ment of 16,000 students. ^ Weary 
crowds stood for .three hours wait- 
ing their turn, while wealthier 
students found it convenient to pay 
friends to "speU" them in the line- 
up. 

The enrollment was double that 
of two years ago, and it was estim- 
ated that 1000 applications for pro- 
fessional faculties were refused. 
Only 200 of the 800 applications for 
Prc-medldnc, 175 of the 600 Den- 
tistry applications, and 130 of the 
290 applications for Forestry could 
bo accepted. Limitations in clinical 
and laboratory facilities kept 'reg- 
istration 'down, and all applications 
were considered according to aca- 
demic standing. 

Those applicants refused by the 
professional faculties were permit- 
ted to enter Arts, but . few , have 
taken advantage of this opportun- 



ity. Arts, the largest faculty', has 
7,000 students as compared with 
5,000 last year. 'Engineering is the 
second largest faculty with 4,000 
students, an Increase of 1,000 over 
last year. 

3,000 students waited in the rain 
to pay residence dues at Ajax, Tor- 
onto's version of Dawson College 
Here time was saved by issuing 
numbers to the students and telling 
them to return later. Some of the 
quarters have been improved and 
the cafeteria has been enlarged to 
feed the hoards. Recreation facili- 
ties have been added to, and a rxcvi 
movie theatre guarantees to keep 
the Torontonians amused ,in their 
free time. 

. The 7,000 ex-service men enrolled 
form a large percentage of the 
students from all over the globe. 
This year the United States, Great 
Britain, South America, and India 
are represented in the largest reg- 
istration rush that 'the University 
of Toronto has ever had.
